JEFFERSON CITY, May 22— 
An. immediate legislative investi- 
gation of the truck and bus oper- 
ators’ slush fund: and activities 
of their lobby in opposing bills 
to. increase state fees of large 
truckers was urged today by Rep- 
resentative Milton F. Duvall, 
chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Roads and Highways. 


Duvall, describing the lobby 
as “the worst and most brazen 
I have seen in my eight years 
in the Legislature,” said he was 
told that a speaker at a meeting 
of the truck lobby in Jefferson 
City three weeks ago “said it 
was necessary to raise $200,000 
to defeat pending legislation, 
affecting trucks.” . 


The high-pressure campaign by 
truck and bus owners has suc- 
ceeded already in emasculating 
bills that would increase their 
state fees. 

At present, owners of bus and 
truck lines pay the state about 
$3,500,000 a year in fees. Under 
legislation recommended by Gov. 
Forrest Smith, the bus and truck 
lines would pay an additional $8,- 
500,000 a year. The House has 
s0 amended the vills, under pres- 
sure from the lobby, that the 
measures now awaiting final pas- 
sage would bring in only about 
$1,200,000 more.

AT WOOD NE 


President Says Ceiling 


and Is ‘Crippling Limi- 
tation’ on Program, 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
President Truman today asked 
Congress to remove what he called 
a “crippling. limitation” on the 
public housing program in an.ap- 
propriation. bill. 

The President protested an “ar- 


ing units which can be started in 


the next fiscal year and an equal- 
ly arbitrary limit of 50,000 units 
for each year thereafter” written 
into the supply bill for various 
‘Government independent offices. 
The bill has passed the House 
and awaits Senate action. 


“To all intents and purposes 
this means repealing the public 
housing provisions of the Housing 
Act of 1949,” the President said 
in a letter to Senator Maybank 
(Dem.), South Carolina. 


Maybank is chairman, of a Sen- 
ate appropriations subcommittee 
conducting hearings on the bill. 


(If the House action is allowed 
to stand it would mean that little, 
if any of St. Louis’s new low-rent 
housing about to be undertaken 
in the DeSoto-Carr district, or 
elsewhere, could be placed under 
construction.) 

The 1949 Housing’ Act set the 
number of public housing units at 
135,600 annually. The Adminis- 
tration plans for 75,000 next year. 

‘That was one of the best laws 
to be passed by any recent Con- 
gress,” the President told May- 
bank. “We need it now as much 
as ever. It would be tragic to have 
it set aside in this fashion.”

Inoculations cost $1 but there 

will be no charge for those un- 


able to pay. 

Business boomed today for Dr. 
Roy L. Mesenbrink, a veterinar- 
ian, following the immunization 
order. He went to a tavern on 
Lafayette avenue to inoculate one 
dog but didn’t get away until he 
had inoculated 29 more. 

Ed Wetteroff, a hardware deal- 
er at 2648 Lafayette, heard Dr. 
Mesenbrink was in the neighbor- 
hood and asked him to come over 
to his store for more inocula- 
tions. 

“Soon word was flashed around 
and dog-owners began crowding 
into the store with their pets,” 
Dr. Mesenbrink, who has @ pri- 
vate practice besides being chief 
veterinarian for the Humane So- 
ciety, said. “I had customers I 
couldn’t get to, but I'll be back.” 

The rush to have dogs inocu- 
lated has ajready begun at head- 
quarters of the Humane Society, 
1210 Macklind avenue. Two hun- 
dred and eleven pets received in- 
jections yesterday and persons 
carrying pets were arriving at 
about the same rate today.

Jabara was decorated by Lt. 
Gen. Earle E, Partridge, acting 
commander of the Far East Air 
Forces, after one of the hottest 
jet battles in history last Sunday. 
In that battle he got two enemy 
planes, giving him a total of six 
Russian-built MIG-15s shot down 
in aerial combat over Korea, 

The dog fight, in which 50 
Communist MIGs battled 28 F-86 
Saber-jets of the Fourth Inter- 
ceptor wing, ranged from 35,000 
to 5000 feet. 

Jabara entered the 700-mile- 
an-hour battle at a great disad- 
vantage. Pilots of the Saber jets 
normally jettison their wing 
tanks when they sight enemy air- 
craft, but he was unable to drop 
one of his wing tanks. Brig. 
Gen. William P. Nuckols, public 
information officer of the Far 
Eastern Air Forces, said that be- 
cause of this Jabara shouldn't 
even have been in the fight. 

Despite the difficulty of con- 
trolling his plane, it was noted 
in the citation, he led his element 
in the attack, and in the ensuing 
battle successfully disrupted the 
Communist formation and “turned 
the tide of the engagement in 
favor of the friendly flight.” By 
this time he had destroyed one 
enemy plane. 

Then he sighted another numer- 
ically superior formation of Reds 
preparing to attack a flight of 
American F-86s already engaged 
in battle. The citation tells the 
story: 

“Although low on fuel, alone, 
with one tank still on, and out- 
numbered six to one, Capt. Jabara 
dauntlessly flew into their midst 
exposing himself to their fire in 
order to divert them from their 
objective.” 

Jabara’s plane was so out of 
balance with one wing tank on 
and one off that he had to use 
both hands on the stick to con- 
trol it. He said that the battle 
was so rough that today he still 
feels like he had played four full 
quarters of football. “I’m sore all 
over,” he said.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 
22 (UP)—-The: United States put 
before the United Nations today a 
plan for combining the atomic en- 
ergy and conventional armaments 
commissions in one more effort to 
reconcile East and West on inter- 
national arms control. 


The plan grew from a sugges- 
tion made by President Trane 
when he addressed the General 
Assembly on U.N. day last Oct. 
24. The President suggested that 
the two commissions, which have 
been fruitlessly working along 
parallel lines for the past four 
years, might well be combined 
in the hope that they might thus 
achieve their goal. 

The proposal, circulated by the 
United States in a working paper 
containing this country’s “general 
views” on the matter, wilk go be- 
fore a special Assembly commit- 
tee of 12 on Friday. The com- 
mittee, appointed by the Assem- 
bly last fall, will meet under the 
chairmanship of Alvaro Texeira 
Soares of Brazil. It has the same 
membership as the Security 
Council, plus Canada. 

No Retreat by U.S. 

The United States, while ex- 
pressing the view that the two 
commissions should be combined 
into a single body, served notice 
that it will not retreat from its in- 
sistence on a world-wide atomic 
energy control program which in- 
cludes inspection of plants by the 
U.N. at any time. Russia has in- 
sisted on only regular, periodic 
inspection.

POSTWAR EXERCISE ae , 


PARIS, May 22 (AP) — Six 
Allied air forces begin their big- 
gest postwar exercise tomorrow 
to test their possibilities for de- 
fense of Western Europe from air 
attack. The test is dubbed “Ex- 
ercise Umbrella.” 

Fighter planes, most of them | 
jets, will rise from 11 airfields | 
in the three-day air war games, | 
to intercept bombers making 
mock raids. British Air Vice 
Marshall W. A. B. Brook, Central 
Sector Air Forces chief of staff 
in Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
Atlantic Army, said about 500 
aircraft would participate. Planes 
of the United States, British, 
French, Belgian, Dutch and Dan- 
ish air forces will take part. 

The maneuvers will be con- 
trolled from an Air Defense Sys- 
tem post 80 miles northeast of 
Paris.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed a 
bill suspending the import duty 
‘of 2 cents a pound on copper.

“law lifts the duty until Feb. 15, 
1953, or until the end of the na- 
tional emergency, whichever is 
sooner. 

* “The action was taken to. assure 
the nation of adequate copper 
supplies for defense. Consider-

to prevent a shortage. This 
“uspension expired last year. 
Under the new law, the duty 
May be reimposed if the price of 
domestic copper falls below 24 
-cents a pound.

Plan to Keep the Browns. 


OW is the time for all 
Neivic-minaed citizens to 

come to the aid of the 
, Browns, and so, exercising the 
age-old prerogative of a base- 
ball writer to do things with 
other people’s money, we have 
come up woos. a plan that could 
work, but probably won't. 

First, it seems obvious that 
there are a few question marks 
to cope with in the project. of 
mustering an army of Brownie 
game ticket-buyers so that St. 
Louis may retain the Browns. 
Admittedly, it is a civic asset 
to have two major league clubs. 
Therefore it is desirable to 
keep the Browns. There can be 
no argument about that. 


However, in this topsy turvy 
business world in which we 
live, there are a few rules, 
Those rules and facts separate 
the Browns, as a ball club, a 
valuable institution in the pic- 
ture of St. Louis, from the very 

a DeWitt brothers, 

ill and Charley, who own the 
club or an important equity in 
it. The rules and facts also put 
the ball club and Mark Stein- 
berg. who recently bought a 
DeWitt note to Dick Mucker- 
man, in different corners. 


A second question that seems 
to jump up has to do with the 
permanence of any good that 
can be accomplished by buying 
tickets now in large numbers 
to Brownie games. Suppose we 
get together and buy enough 
tickets to put the club in the 
black, to balance the books for 
the 1951 season. What happens 
then? A campaign to buy 
enough tickets for the 1952 sea- 
son, and then for the 1953 sea- 
son, to make the Browns break 
even? 

Then what happens? One 
thing that will happen will be 
Feb. 1, 1954. On that day the 
DeWitts, not the ball club, will 
have to pay $300,000 to the 
American League and $600,000 
or $700,000 to Mark Steinberg. 
If there is no payment, the De- 
Witts’ stock in the Browns, ac- 
cording to the rules, will be- 
come the property of the Amer- 
ican League. If the $300,000 
has been paid by then and the 
note to Steinberg is unpaid, 
the DeWitt stock, a controlling 
interest in the Browns, will be- 
come the property of Steinberg.

It’s not complicated. One man 
and the American League can 
remove that Sword of Damocles 
of Feb. 1, 1954. Mark Steinberg, 
who said he bought the Muck- 
erman note because he was in- 
terested in keeping the Browns 
here, can amnounce that as of 
now, or tomorrow, he is extend- 
ing that -$600,000 or $700,000 
note for another five or 10 
years. In our simplicity, we be- 
lieve that the American League 
would make a similar move. 
But both would have to agree, 
to make the plan workable, in- 
stead of unworkable. 

A pee from the DeWitts 
would be necessary, too. They 
would have to pledge that they 
would not sell their controlling 
interest to any person or group 
that would move, or plan to 
move, the Browns out of St. 
Louis. And if Bill and Charley 
are sincere, as we believe they 
are, when they say they want 
to keep the Browns here, they 
probably would weleome the 
chance for that extra time in 
which to work out their finan- 
cial problemi. 

It seems from where we sit 
that the Steinberg note (nee 
Muckerman), is the key to the 
jigsaw puzzle. And perhaps a 
stock issue could be floated, 
say 100,000 shares of “Browns 
in St. Louis Preferred,” at 
about $7 a share, to buy the 
note from Steinberg and extend 
it for 10 years. Then we'd learn 
if there are 100,000 persons 
here, sufficiently interested in 
keeping this as a two-club city, 
to pop for seven bucks each. 

Something has to be done, 
that’s certain. And @ list of per- 
sons sufficiently interested to 
buy tickets to take the Browns 
out of the red for 1951, could 
be a valuable starter. But let's 
get rid of that Sword of Dam- 
ocles.

And the French general’s irri- 
tation is all the greater as Gen. 
Eihenshower has chosen Marshal 
Montgomery to assist him in the 
central Europe ‘sector, a decision 
which practically puts French 
troops on this continent under the 
command of a British officer. 

Personal rivalries and jealous- 
ies make the French even sour- 
er over Gen. Eisenhower's latest 
decisions. ,; 

A healthy reaction from the 
French would be to hasten their 
rearmament program so _ they 
could soon claim the complete 
control of European ground op- 
erations with more divisions in 
the field than all other NATO na- 
tions put together. 

This is what many young 

French officers would like to see 
their country do, but things are 
not moving that way. 
The war in Indochina and 
home politics in this electoral 
year have retarded the rearma- 
ment program rather than has- 
tened it. 


Delay in Readiness. 


The French War Ministry had 
been expected to announce in 
July 10 French divisions at the 
disposal of the Atlantic pact or- 
ganization. Now it appears that 
these divisions will only be ready 
by the end of this year—if every- 
thing goes well in the meantime. 
By the end of 1952, France will 


_ have 15 divisions and by the end 


of the following year 20. It would

The French are dissatisfied 
with Gen. Juin’s position in 
NATO.

Then, 
ever, especially if De Gaulle gets 
the heavy returns he anticipates, 
Gen. Eisenhower's ears can pre- 
pare for a mighty roaring. 

One wonders if a De Gaulle 
success might not strain France’s 
relations with its partners in 
NATO to breaking point.

For the very foundations of the 


Western alliance against Soviet aggression are trembling and crack- 


ing here in London. 


As any sane man must realize, 
that foundation is the Anglo- 
American partnership, which is 
the core of Western 
strength. A crisis in the partner- 
ship has now been brought on 
by the repercussions of the Mac- 
Arthur controversy in America, 
and by the effects of the Persian 
oil squabble in Britain. 

In effect, the Persian oil squab- 
ble is rapidly becoming a pistol 
pointed at e heads of. both 
partners, req g them both to 
define, once and for all, their 
relationship to each other, This 
is so for a simple reason, It is 
becoming increasingly unlikely 
that the British can arrange any 
acceptable compromise of the oil 
dispute with the highly irrational 
Iranian administration of Dr. Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh. 

Britain Faces Choice. 

If the issue cannot be nego- 
tiated, the British must then 
choose between passively allowing 
their vital oil resource to be ex- 
propriated, or sending troops to 
southern Iran to protect it. 

But in this choice, the United 
States is immediately and inex- 
tricably implicated, as Secretary 
of State Dean G. Acheson has 
already been plainly told by Sir 
Oliver Franks. For the British 
cannot venture to send troops to 
e--thern Iran, running all the 
xcsun risks of ‘this action, unless 
they can be sure of American 
support. As a minimum they 
must have American support in 
the United Nations, where they 
will be charged with aggression 
by the Iranians, and will surely 
be convicted without our active 
aid. 

A later report will explore the 
Persian oil problem in detail. It 
is enough to say here, in the 
present report on the Anglo- 
American relationship, that ag 
ing the oil resource 
fatal blow to Britain's status oh , 
world power. Furthermore, 3% 
in the United States 
to stand by our ally in this dark 
hour, this blow will ultimately. 
be blamed upon us. 

Risks Are Great. 

No doubt this is unjust and il- 
logical. The British Cabinet itself, 
being Socialist, is nervously re- 
luctant to take such a crass, im- 
perialist step as dispatching troops 
to south Persia. The risks in- 
volved. are very. nearly as great 
as the risks of Gen. MacArthur's 
program, which the British have 
criticized so bitterly. And if ‘the 
British can afford to “agree to 
disagree” with the United States 
about the status of Communist 
China and Formosa, the same rule 
ought to hold true for us in the 
Middle East. 

But unfortunately, as is so often 


the case in international affairs, 


vant to the problem. The vital, 
inescapable, practical fact is that 
if we let down our ally in this 
unhappy crisis, the Anglo-Ameri- 
_— partnership will rapidly dis- 
solve in a tempest of recrimina- 
tion. Such is the gravity of the 
choice that now confronts the 
Administration in Washington. 
Turning Point Reached. 
It is tragic that this choice 
should be forced upon the Amer- 
ican government at a time when 
‘all judgments are clouded by the 
MacArthur controversy. Yet in a 
way, it is also appropriate. What 
is now happening in fact is like 
one of those turning points in a 
marriage, which has for a long 
time been going from bad to 
worse, until both husband and 
wife suddenly realize they must 
behave differently towards one 
another if the home is to be kept 
together. If we behave boldly 
and generously, all may yet be 
well. 
Specifically, the British have 
received a sharp lesson in Persia 
on the need for a partnership to 
be a two-way street. The majority 
of them have also concluded that 
the idea of bribing the Chinese 
Communists with a seat in the 
United Nations and with Formosa 
was never, after all, a very good 
one. The time is almost ripe for 
a close co-ordination of the once 
divergent American and British 
policies in the Far East. If this 
can be achieved, and the Persian 
hump can be got over, the trou- 
bles of the past will belong to the 
past. 
Western Defenses Neglected. 
The source of those troubles, 
it should be remembered, was the 
original American decision, taken 


by President Truman immediate- 
ly after the 1948 election, to neg- 
lect the défenses of the West. 
Anyone could foresee—and it was 


.trepeatedly predicted in this space 


'——that neglect of the West’s de- 
fenses would lead to a mood of 
appeasement among our more ex- 
posed ‘allies.

Supreme Court Ruling Legislative — 
Committee Members Can't Be Sued 
Leaves Many Issues Unanswered 


Majority Opinion Says Remedy Is in. Self- 
Discipline and Ballot Box, and Not the 
Courts — Black Says Decision Does Not 
Hold Action That Led to It Is Legal. 


The opinion of the court, by As- 
sociate Justice Frankfurter, cited 
as authority for one of its con- 
clusions an article written by 
Irving Dilliard, editor of the edi- 
torial page of the Post-Dispatch, 
for the University of Chicago Law 
Review. 

Frankfurter wrote: “Legislative 
committees have been charged 
with losing sight of their duty of 
disinterestedness. In time of politi- 
cal passion, dishonest or vindic- 
tive motives are readily attributed 
to legislative conduct, and as 
readily believed.” This was the 
thought he attributed to Dilliard. 

Where the Remedy Lies. 

Frankfurter went on to say: 
“Courts are not the place for such 
controversies. Self-discipline (pre- 
sumably of legislative investigat- 
ing committees) and the voters 
must be the ultimate reliance for 
discouraging or correcting such 
abuses.” 

The main conclusion in the Dil- 
liard article was that the public’s 
best regulation of congressional 
investigations was in the election 
of Senators and Representatives 
who could be counted on to use 
the inquiry powers fairly in the 
people’s interest. 

As is becoming customary, there 
was a separate concurring opin- 
ion in which one member of the 
court, this time Associate Justice 
Black, agreed with the result, al- 
though by a different process of 
reasoning, and confessed that he 
did not fully understand just what

Consumers Win a Billion 

Consumers have won a notable victory in 
the decision of the United States Supreme Court 
on the so-called “fair trade” laws. So have retail 
merehants who really want to compete for their 
customers’ business. These laws are estimated 
to be costing consumers a ‘billion ‘dollars a 
year through high price-fixing. 

“Fair trade” is a legal price-fixing device 
which can be invoked to throttle price compe- 

» tition on any trade-marked product. When the 
first such law was passed, in California 20 years 
ago, it proved ineffective because retail mer- 
chants who. did not sign the price-fixing agree- 
ment with the manufacturer were not compelled 
to abide by the fixed price. 

Two years later the California law was amend- 
ed to provide that if a single retailer signed 
up for price-fixing, all the retailers in the state 
were required to abide by the fixed’ price on 


that product. This is known as “the non-signer | 


clause.” It was tremendously effective. Every 
state that has adopted a “fair trade” law has 
also adopted the “non-signer clause,” and there 
are now 45 of them, Price-fixing of trade- 
marked goods has been legalized all over the 
nation except in Missouri, Texas, Vermont and 
the District of Columbia. 

It is the “non-signer clause” which the Su- 
preme Court has just struck down. Justice 
Douglas, who delivered the decision, said that 
although the “fair trade” contracts are worded 
to suggest voluntary co-operation, the fact is 
that “recalcitrants are dragged in by the heels 
and compelled to submit to price-fixing.” 

The ruling should make a dead issue of the 
“fair trade” bills pending in the Missouri Legis- 
lature. If these bills were enacted they would 
lack force for want of the non-signer clause. 
This does not mean that the fair-trade lobby 
should be permitted to sneak its law onto the 
Missouri statute books in the expectation of 
later giving it force with new federal legislation. 
Effective or ineffective, Missouri wants no “fair 
trade” law. 

How seriously the “fair trade” price-fixers 
view the “non-signer” clause may be gathered 
from a release this month sent out by one 
of their propaganda agencies. The Bureau of 
Education on Fair Trade said that if the Su- 
preme Court ruled against the non-signer clause, 
federal legislation permitting the states to enact 
these price-fixing laws “will have proved a 
futile gesture.” 

Its next words should be taken to heart by 
consumers as due warning that the price of 
competitive free enterprise will continue to be 
constant vigilance: “New enabling legislation 
permitting Fair Trade to operate in interstate 
commerce may be sought again from Congress, 
however, so long as the new legislation meets 
whatever objections the court may raise.” 

Congress should be no party to further ef- 
forts to legalize price-fixing. The Supreme Court 
struck down price-fixing in the NRA and in 
the Guffey Coal Act, and has now taken the 
force from the amendment to the federal anti- 
trust laws under which prices are fixed in 
the name of “fair trade.”

Price- 
fixing is restraint of trade at the expense of 
the consume..

His enterprise and his business skill made him 
one of the wealthiest men of the great Missis- 
sippi Valley which he loved above all other 
parts of America. Yet he never lost his interest 
in the processes at his plants and in the. men 
and women who worked at the benches and 
machines. He kept his own workshop at home 
and for many years he was a frequent workman 
among others on new jobs in the mills. He 
knew the responsibility of management in pro- 
tecting employes in hazardous work; the reduc- 
tion of accidents in powder handling at his 
plants was a source of proper pride.

But 
the minority stockholders insist that cireum- 
stances surrounding the deal are not ambiguous, 
They say the agreement did not mention any 
return of the stock to the Dollars, that the 
Dollars did not object to a press release re- 
ferring to “transfer of absolute title,” and that 
R. Stanley Dollar took a capital loss on the 
stock in his 1938 tax return. 

While the litigation proceeds in two courts, 
it has provoked comment on “bureaucratic arro- 
gance” in the refusal to return the President 
line to private control. This has little bearing 
on the matter. ; 

The Government is willing to return the lines 
to private ownership, as evidenced by its at- 
tempt to sell the stock. The Government is 
not willing to give the lines to the Dollars on 
a silver platter. For through Government aid 
and management, the public treasury and the 
taxpayers also have an interest in the case. 

Perhaps the issue will be decided by legal 
interpretation of the stock agreement. Mean- 
while the public interest certainly should have 
as much consideration as that of the Dollars. 
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Strike “Against the Loan” 

It is going to be a little easier to mark a 
valid ballot in favor of the school bond issue 
on June 5. The choice will still be the awkward 
one of striking a line through either the phrase 
“Against the Loan” or “For the Loan,” But 
at least the phrases will not be repeated in the 
instructions in such a way that a voter may 
unwittingly mark his ballot in the wrong place, 
thus keeping it from being counted.

Martin Smith rendered a complete funeral 
bill to one Sam H. Hewes, e charges 
totaled $8. Recently a New York under- 
taker named John G. Drabik similarly 
rendered hig bill to Mrs. Catherine Kubis 
for burying her husband, an impoverished 
immigrant tenement house janitor. Mrs. 
Kubis’ bill was for $845. 

These prices are typical, and they make 
a startling point—that while the cost of 
living has risen 347 per cent in the last 
122 years, the cost of dying has rocketed 
as much as 10,000 per cent!

Blames Penny-Pinching for Plight —- Warns

(AP)—Financial neglect has re- 
duced the United States school 
system to its worst condition in 
history, Miss Corma Mowrey, 
president of the National Educa- 
tion Association, said yesterday. 

While we spend billions for 
weapons to defend the American 
way of life she declared, we are 
letting it crumble from within by 
our penny-pinching attitude to- 
wards the schools where good citi- 
zenship is taught. 

Miss Mowrey, speaking at the 
national convention of the Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, 
said 1.84 per cent of the national 
income is being spend for edu- 
cation. Three times that much, 
she asserted, would be about 
right. 

The Clarksburg (W. Va.) English 
and mathematics teacher said she 
visited Arkansas recently’ and 
found that may schools have been 
closed because the legislature 
would not provide the revenue to 
support them. 

In other states, she said. school 
terms of seven to eight months 
are providing a “sub-standard 
character” of education. 

It's a hard struggle, she de- 
clared, for “poorly paid, poorly 
prepared teachers,” working in

BOY CONVICTED OF EXTORTION 
LETTER TO ALFRED VANDERBILT 


NEW YORK, May 22 (UP)—A 
15-year-old schoolboy today faced 
a possible sentence of 20 years in 
prison and a $5000 fine for at- 
tempting to extort $10,000 from 
millionaire sportsman Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt.

POLAND, RUSSIA 
SWAP LAND STRIPS 
ON EAST FRONTIER 


WARSAW, May 22 (AP)—Po- 
land and the Soviet Union have 
agreed on an exchange of small 
parcels of territory on Poland’s 
eastern frontier, giving the U.S.S.R. 
a link in a rail line in exchange 
for a piece of Ukrainian territory 
including an oil and natural gas 
area. 

The agreement signed recently 
in Moscow and announced here to- 
day, calls for the resettlement of 
some population. 

The accord was said to involve 
about 260 square miles of terri- 
tory. The strip to be taken over 
by the U.S.S.R. juts out from the 
present Polish frontier east of 
Lublin. This area is crossed by a 
railroad which links Lvov (Lem- 
berg) and Kowel.

In theory, if not 
necessarily in the 
X opinion of my col- 
leagues, I.am a critic myself, hired by an indul- 
gent management to. attend something like 80 
shows a year and subsequently to record my im- 
pressions of them, in a *easonably fashionable and 
antic prose. Mr. Crosby is called upon for rather 
more volume tabout 200 pieces a year), but other- 
wise I should say that his sufferings are negligible 

compared with mine. 
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IN THE FIRST PLACE, his career permits him 
to operate in a stationary position, from an ex- 
pensive armchair, with his coat off, and presum- 
ably with something cold and stimulating in his 
hand. In my work, there is nothing like this happy 
condition. As often as not, it is either raining or 
snowing when I set out on my appointed round, 
and even if it isn’t, there are seldom any cabs in 
the slum area in which I live so that I have to 
progress dismally and circuitously from east to 
west underground, usually winding up somewhere 
in the mysterious catacombs underneath Times 
Square where it is said many a man has been lost 
forever. 

The theater itself, on an opening night, isn’t a 
very comforting place for a nervous man. The old 
faces ‘and some of them are getting very old 
indeed) have the effect of a recurring nightmare: 
the off-stage conversation. is loud and generally 
facetious, for there is hardly a first-nighter who 
doesn’t fancy himself as a humorist; the air is 
almost always either too hot or too cold and 
strongly charged with. the scent of alcohol, per- 
fume and disinfectant; there is rarely any ade- 
quate place to dispose a hat and coat; and again 
there is the anxiety about getting a cab in the énd 
—a doomed project since only the first 10 or 12 
people leaving the theater are likely to be so 
accommodated and there are those who, after years 
of experience, can run rings around an antelope. 


THESE ARE BY NO MEANS all the physical 
discomforts attached to my career—there is, for 
instance, the matter of trying to make notes on a 
program in the dark which are apt to seem to say 
“Why she keep that goat in the attic?” on in- 
spection the following morning—but they are 
probably enough. 

It has sometimes occurred to me that manage- 
ments would be well advised to furnish each critic 
with a good stiff drink of something or other on 
his arrival at his seat, but I'm afraid this idea 
will never really take hold, the consensus among 
producers being that a writing man operates best 
in a state of faint uneasiness and melancholy. 
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SO MUCH FOR the disadvantages of going to the 
theater in the flesh as opposed to getting one’s 
entertainment from a box. I suppose it might be 
reasonably held that the living stage is a more 
elevated medium than radio or television and that 
the artists employed on it are likely to be more 
exalted than these who reach their audiences 
through the same current that works the icebox 
and vacuum cleaner. It is a point I have no 
intention of debating, beyond remarking that for 
sheer and staggering ineptitude I will match a 
little number called “Grandma’s Diary” with any- 
thing that ever turned up on Mr. Crosby’s set, not 
excluding those programs intended to be enjoyed 
while boiling an egg. 

The great boon, the staggering privilege, that 
Mr. Crosby enjoys is that he doesn’t have to write 


about anything unless he happens to feel like it.. 


The machine operates continuously; the deadly 
surge of creation goes on night and day; it is up 
to him only to loll there, watching and listening, 
sipping and smoking, making perhaps a legible 
little note from time to time, until it seems to him 
that enough material has accumulated for a column. 
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THE WRITING ITSELF may present certain 
difficulties (the only writer I ever knew who 
claimed that composition caused him no pain was 
a very bad one and is now employed, I think, in a 
filling station) but they are by no means insur- 
mountable, especially if the tone is to be one of 
well-bred distaste which, as practically every 
author knows, is. the least taxing of all literary 
attitudes. In fact, in my frequent visions of Mr. 
Crosby at work, I see a happy man, abundantly 
supplied with quotations that need no editorial 
comment; synopses of plots that would seem ele- 
mentary to an Eskimo; and, above all, with the 
inalienable right to discard anything that seems 
likely to turn into a dull piece. 

It. is far, far different in the theater. If it hap- 
pens, as it frequently does, that the week's only 
production is a revival of “Two Gentlemen of 
Verona,” executed by a group of people whose only 
real qualifications for the theater are enthusiasm 
and leisure, the unhappy reviewer has to deal with 
it doggedly and at considerable length, gaining 
himself a formidable reputation for boring the 
public to insanity. On the whole, it is a dog's life, 
compared with that. led by Mr. Crosby, and I am 
delighted to have this opportunity to get the fac 
down on paper. ;

'HE closer we came into con-

And we learned to respect the 
old primitive peoples who lived 
in close converse with the Pacific 
and therefore knew it from a 
quite different standpoint from 
our own. True, we have now esti- 
mated its salt content and given 
tunnies and dolphins Latin 
names. They had not done that. 
But, nevertheless, I am afraid 
that the picture the primitive peo- 
ples had of the sea was a truer 
one than ours. 

There were not many fixed 
marks out there at sea. Waves 
and fish, sun and stars, came and 
went. There was not supposed to 
be land of any sort in the 4300 
sea miles that separated the 
South Sea islands from Peru. We 
were therefore greatly surprised 
when we approached 100 degrees 
west and discovered that a reef 
was marked on the Pacific chart 
right ahead of us on the course 
we were following. 

It was marked as a small cir- 
cle, and, as the chart had been 
issued the same year, we looked 
up the reference in “Sailing Di- 
rections for South America.” We 
read that “breakers were reported 
in 1906 and again in 1926 to exist 
about 600 miles southeastward of 
Galapagos Islands, in latitude 6 
degrees 42 minutes S., longi- 
tude 99 degrees 43 minutes W. In 
1927 a steamer passed one mile 
westward of this position but saw 
no indication of breakers, and in 
1934 another passed one mile 
southward and saw .no evidence 
of breakers. The motor vessel 
‘Cowrie,’ in 1935, obtained no 
bottom at 160. fathoms in this po- 
sition.” 

According to the chart the place 
was clearly still regarded as a 
doubtful one for shipping, but, 
as a deep-draught vessel runs a 
greater risk by going too near a 
shoal than we should witha raft, 
we decided to steer straight for 
the point marked on the chart 
and see what we found. The reef 
was marked a little farther north 


than the point. we “seemed to be 
making for, s6 we laid the steer- 
ing oar over to starboard and 
trimmed the square sail so that 
the bow pointed roughly north 
and we took sea and wind from 
the starboard side, 


Now it came about that a little 


more Pacific splashed into our 
sleeping bags than we were accus- 
tomed to, especially as at the 
same time the weather began to 
freshen considerably. But.we saw 
to our satisfaction that the Kon- 
Tiki could be ‘maneuvered surely 
and steadily at a surprisingly wide 
angle into the wind, so long as the 
wind was still on our quarter. 
Otherwise the sail swung around, 
and we had the same mad circus 
business to get the raft under con- 
trol again. 

For two days and nights we 
drove the raft north-northwest. 
The seas ran high and became in- 
calculable as the trade wind 
began to fluctuate between south- 
east and east, but we were lifted 
up and down over all the waves 
that rushed against us. We had a 
constant lookout at the masthead, 
and when we rode over the ridges 
the horizon widened considerably. 

e:. <® 
HE crests of the seas reached 
T six feet above the level of the 
roof of the bamboo cabin, and, 
if two vigorous seas rushed to- 
gether, they rose still higher in 
combat and flung up a hissing 
watery tower which might. burst 
down in unexpected directions. 


When night came, we barricad- 


ed the doorway with provision 
boxes, but it was a wet night’s 
rest. We had hardly fallen asleep 
when the first crash on the bam- 
boo wall came, and while a thous- 
and jets of water sprayed in like 
a fountain through the bamboo 
wickerwork, a foaming torrent 
rushed in over the provisions and 
on to us. 

“Ring up the plumber,” I heard 
a sleepy voice remark, as we 
hunched ourselves up to give the 
water room to run out through 
the floor. The plumber did not 
come, and we had a lot of bath- 


water in our beds that night. A 
big. dolphin actually came on 
board -unintentionally .in Her- 
man’s watch. 

Next day the seas.were less 
confused, as the trade wind had 
decided that it would now blow 
for a time from due east. We re- 
lieved one another at the mast- 
head, fos now we might expect 
to reach the point we were mak- 
ing for late in the afternoon. We 
noticed more life than’ usual in 
the sea that day. Perhaps it was 
only because we kept a better 
lookout than usual. 

During the forenoon we saw a 
big swordfish approaching the 
raft close to the surface. The two 
sharp-pointed fins which stuck 
up out of the water were six feet 
apart, and the sword looked al- 
most as long as the body. The 
swordfish swept in a curve close 
by the man at the helm and dis- 
appeared béhind the wave crests. 

When we were having a rather 
wet and salty midday meal, the 
carapace, head, and sprawling 
fins of a large sea turtle were 
lifted up by a hissing sea right 
in front of our noses. When that 
wave gave place to two others, 
the turtle was gone as suddenly 
as it had appeared. This time, too, 
we saw the gleaming whitish- 
green of dolphins’ bellies tum- 
bling about in the water below 
the armored reptile. 

The area was unusually rich in 
tiny flying fish an inch long, 
which sailed along in big shoals 
and often came on board. We also 
noted single skuas and were regu- 
larly visited by frigate birds, with 
forked tails like giant swallows, 
which cruised over the raft. Fri- 
gate birds are usually regarded 
as a sign that land is near, and 
the optimism on board increased. 

“Perhaps there is a reef or a 
sandbank there all the same,” 
some of us thought. And the 
most optimistic said: “Suppose we 
find a little green grassy island— 
one can never know since so few 
people have been here before. 
Then we'll have discovered a new 
larrd—Kon-Tiki Island!”

From noon onward Erik was 
more and more diligent in climb- 
ing up on the kitchen box and 
standing blinking through the sex- 
tant.

HEN the sun went down 
W swituy into the sea, the full 

moon in turn shone out in 
all its brilliance and lit up the 
surface of the sea, which undu- 
lated in black and silver from 
horizon to horizon. Visibility from 
the masthead was good. We saw 
breaking seas everywhere in 
long rows, but no regular surf 
which would indicate a reef or 
shoal. No one would turn in; all 
stood looking out eagerly, and 
two or three men were aloft at 
once. 

As we drifted in over the cen- 
ter of the marked area, we sound- 
ed all the time. All the lead sink- 
ers we had on board were fast- 
ened to the end of a 54-thread 
silk rope more than 500 fathoms 
long, and, even if the rope hung 
rather aslant on account of the 
raft’s leeway, at any rate the lead 
hung at a depth of some 400 
fathoms. There was no bottom 
east of the placé, or in the mid- 
dle of it, or west of it. 

We took one last look over the 
surface of the sea, and, when we 
had assured ourselves that we 
could safely call the area sur- 
veyed and free from shallows of 
any kind, we set sail and laid the 
oar over in its usual place, so 
that wind and sea were again on 
our port quarter. 

And so we went on with the 
raft on her natural free course. 
The waves came and went as be- 
fore between.the open logs aft.

We could now sleep and eat dry, 
even if the heaving seas ‘round 
us took charge in earnest and 
raged for several days while the 
trade wind vacillated from east to 
southeast. 


“" The next great stage on our 


voyage. was as invisible to the 
eye as the shoal which existed 
only on the map. It was the forty- 
fifth day at sea; we had advanced 
from the seventy-eighth degree 
of longitude to the 108th and 
were exactly halfway to the first 
islands ahead. There were over 
2000 sea miles between us and 
South America to the east, and it 
was the same distance on to 
Polynesia in the west. 

The nearest land in any direc- 
tion was the Galapagos Islands to 
east—northeast and Easter Is- 
land due south, both more than 
500 sea miles away on the bound- 
less ocean, We had not seen a ship, 
and we never did see one, be- 
cause we were off the routes of 
all ordinary shipping traffic in 
the Pacific. 

But we did not really feel these 
enormous distances, for the hori- 
zon glided along with us unno- 
ticed as we moved and our float- 
ing world remained always, the 
same—a circle flung up to the 
vault of the sky with the raft it- 
self as center; while the same

Are St. Louis Industries Feeling Cramped? Office 
Employes Back Brown Shoe Company Decision to 
Move to County Atter 74 Years Downtown

’ nice to live in one of the coun- 


try’s handful of authentic, pre- 
Revolution eighteenth-centitry 
towns. That’s what gives St. 
Louisans their feeling of su- 
periority, for example, over 
people who live in Kansas 
City. But are there any draw- 
backs? 


We asked ourselves this 
question a day or so ago as 
we walked along Washington 
avenue past the big white 
building at Sixteenth street, 
where the Brown SHoe Com- 
pany maintains headquarters 
for the third largest shoemak- 
ing business in the world. We 
tried to think what that stretch 
of Washington will be like a 


year from now when Brown's 
general office will be gone— 
moved to Clayton. 


As we walked along the av- 
enue, we looked up at the out- 
side of the big building that 
was inaugurated with colorful 
ceremony by the late Gov. 
Francis on New Year’s Day, 
1907, and we thought of the 
part the building and its occu- 
pants had played in the growth 
of St. Louis. We wondered 
what it would be like to see 
it empty or reduced to the 
status of a warehouse.

It was with your true conserv- 
ative St. Louisan’s bias against 
change that we decided to look 
inside to see what in the world 
could be back of this coming 
move—this break in a relation- 
ship that had lasted over more 
than a third of the long history 
of the city since its founding 
in 1764. 


We began our inquiry with 

a talk with Clark R. Gamble, 
seenidiot of Brown—the third 
man to hold that job in all the 
company's 74 years. He made 
it clear to us that, though a 
city may take pride in a long 
tradition, a business enterprise 
has to keep as young as tomor- 
row’s competition. We gath- 
ered pretty emphatically from 
Gamble that Brown figured on 
staying young—and that Mary- 
land avenue and Topton way in 
Clayton seemed like a better 
location for this purpose than 
Washington and Sixteenth.

shoes could be made more 
economically in the. young 
Middle West than in old New 
England, which was headquar- 
ters for the business in the 
nineteenth century. 


The company began here 
with a capital of $10,000 and 
a first year’s total sales of 
$110,000. Its original single 
plant on the riverfront has 
now grown to 36 manufactur- 
ing, processing and warehous- 
ing units in six states, which 
employ 14,000 people and 
which do an annual tota] busi- 
ness of $89,000,000, producing 
yearly earnings of $4,250,000 
for 350Q stockholders. 


For the 21 million pairs of 
shoes Brown turns out each 
year, the public relations peo- 
ple of the company told us, 
they use the hides of four mil- 
lion animals. Laboring the 
point a little, as it seemed to 
us, they stated that all these 
animals never would pass a 
given point if they walked in 
single file at normal speed for 
eight hours a day, six days a 
week, during one whole year.

As we were doing our best 
to comprehend this staggering 
assertion, the public relations 
men went on to overwhelm us 

‘with more Brown statistics. 
For stitching shoes, it appears, 
the company uses more than 
500,000 miles. of thread each 
year—nearly enough to reach 
to moon—and the boxes 
used for Brown shoes, if piled 
on top of one another (as hap- 
pily they never have been) 
would tower more than 1150 
miles into space. 


All this bore in upon us a 
new awareness of the liveli- 
ness of business—the limitless 
enetgy of its activity—and a 
better understanding of the 
paradox that there’s no such 
thing as an old successful busi- 
ness enterprise. A strongly ¢o- 
ing business never gets old. 


These impressions grew on 
us as we talked to Brown peo- 
ple who'll be moving to the 
new Clayton office. Many had 
spent almost their whole work- 
ing lives in the big, white 

ngton avenue building. 
But almost to a man—and to 
a woman—they were looking 
forward to the new location. 
In business, we gathered, no- 
body looks back much.
